$. Among the pinnes obsa-ved in Austria was the KaTeMe, & monoplene, low-winged and 
of mixed corstruction (metal fuselage, wooden wings). Its speed is 420 km 
per hour, and it is eyaipped to carry belly tanks, The plane’s armament cone 
sists of two 13 mm machine guns; light armor plate has been built in behind 
the pilot's seat. : 
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
